sixth congress, from the standpoint of the 


minority: 

‘“Notwithstending the enormous appro- 
priations fog 1%v0 on account of the spau- 
ish-Cubap@war, the army and navy &p- 
menatnie th for this session are $50,000,0v0 
in excess of those for the last session. 
The statement I submit shows also tnat 
tn every department of the government 
beginning with the agricultural and end- 
ing with the permanent appropriations, 
we have increased at this session tne 
amounts authorized at the last session. 
And when to the aggregate we add the 
amounts that should have been appropri- 
ated at this session, but which have been 
deferred, for no good reason, R-. at least 
for reasons that need no xplanation 
on the part of those in controle 
which must be appropriated at the sec- 
ond session of this congress, such as that 
necessary tc complete the Nicaragua ca- 
nal—the bill having passed the house, 
carrying authorization of an expenditure 
of $141.000.000 and also that usually appro- 
priated for rivers and harbors, $16,000,000, 
and for the public buildings and grounds, 
$3,000,000. and for outstanding claims, es- 
timated at $10,000,000-1if. I say, we add 
$170,000,000 to the sum stated in the ta- 
ble, $709,729,476, we would have a grand 
tota] of $879,729,476 for this session a@ione. 
And thus the total shown in the exhibit 
is rot quite complete or fair, considering 
that such large amounts that must be 
met are withheld for the next session. I 
submit that. to be fair, we should let 
each fiscal year take care of all neceés- 
sary appropriations and not unload this 
year on the fiscal year 1902 things that 
should be provided for and included in 
the fiscal year 1901. 

“And I eall attention also to the con- 
stant and gradual increase in the appro- 
priations tor pensions, and likewise to 
the legislative, executive and judicial ap- 
propriations. These items could not have 
been affected to any great extent by the 
Spanish-Cuban war. It shows indeed an 
increase, as before stated, all along the 
line. despite the fact that the committee 
on public buildings and grounds have 
held back all matters before them, and 
the committee on rivers and harbors all 
matters before them. with two or three 
exceptions, and all accounts and claims 
have been practically barred from con- 
sideration at this session. 

Mr. Livingston then gives a large table 
showing the appropriations for the years 
1897 to 1991 inclusive, and continues: 

‘It should be borne in mind that in the 
case of the above noted appropriations for 
the navy, authcrization of the eizht new 
battleships involves an ultimate expéndi- 
ture for construction, armor and arma- 
ment of something like $36,000,000, not one 
dollar of which is now appropriated for 
and does not figure in the navy item. but 
must be met in future years.

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INTERESTING INSVRANCE CASE 


Mrs. Swatz, of Augusta, Brings Suit 
in Court. 

Augusta, Ga., June 7.—(Spectal.)—An in- 
teresting Insurance case, resulting from 
the big fire of June 7, 1899, which c¢on- 
sumed a portion of the 700 block on Broad 
street, is now on trial before the city 
court of Richmond county. At the time 
of the fire Mrs. E. A. Swatz, the owner of 
the Augusta China House, one of the 
stores destroyed, held a policy for $2,500, 
written by the Phoenix Insurance Com- 
pany, of Hartford, Conn., covering her 
stock Of merchandise. The insurance com- 
pany refuses to pay this policy, clatming 
that through gross negligence on the part 


| of the employees of the Augusta China 
| House the books of the concern were de- 


stroyed and that the amount of stock on 
of the fire cannot be 
shown except from these books. Mrs. 
Swatz contends that at the first sign of 
danger the books were put on the office 
desk, ready to be removed to a place of 
safety, but that qa number of persons, 
some Of whom had considerable experi- 
ence in fighting fires, stated that the fire 
would not reach her store and she, there- 
fore, did not remove her books from the 
building. That when it became apparent 


that her store was in grave danger Mr.» 


E. D. Smythe, her manager, who had di- 
rected that nothing be removed without 
his orders, went to the second floor to iIn- 
vestigate, when suddenly the wall of the 
adjoining building fell on the Swatz build- 
ing, cutting off access to the books and 
making Mr. Smythe a prisoner on the 


' second floor, from which he was rescued 


with great difficulty. 

Mrs. Swatz introduced @ number of wit- 
nesses to prove the rapid spread of the 
fire, and Mr. Phillips, traveling salesman 
Conklin Manufacturing 
Company, of Atlanta, testified that three 
weeks before the fire he had had occasion 
to look over the stock and, in his opinion, 
it was worth between $8,000 and $9,000. 
Mrs. Swatz is, therefore, suing the insur- 
ance company for the ful! amount of the 
policy, with tnterest from July 10, 1899; 
damages to the extent of $625 and $500 at- 
torneys’ fees. 

The plaintiff is represented by Messrs. 
C. Henry Cohen and J. R. Lamar and the 
defendant by Hon. M. P. Carroll. 

The arguments were concluded this afe 
ternon, Mr. M. P. Carroll following Mr. 
Lamar in a strong argument in behalf 
of the insurance company. Mr. C. H. 
Cohen made the concluding argument for 
the plantiff. He made a good deal of 
fun at the expense of the adjusters, call- 
ing them “insurance condensers” and 
called the jury’s attention to the fact 
that it was the anniversary of the fire 
which occurred June 7, 1899. The jury re- 
turned a verdict for the face of the 
policy, $2,500, with interest from July, 1899, 
$625 damages for bad faith on the part of 
the insurance company for refusing to 
pay the policy and $500 attorneys fees.

‘The establishment of industridl schools 
for negroes is imperative for several rea- 
sons. First, the negro, 0M account of s0- 
cial conditions, is practically shut out 
from the professions in the south. Second, 
the field of industrial and mechanical arts 
offers for us the only prospect to weaith 
and independence. Third, it will beget for 
Us a decent respect from other races.’’. 

Under President R. R. fright the 
Georgia State Industria] college is fast 
taking rank as the leading school for the 
colored people in Georgia. During the 
summer another building will be added 
to the already growing number on_ the 
campus. The new building will be a brick 
dormitory for girls. It will accommodate 
100 girls, and the dining hali will have ar- 


rangements for about 200. The cost of 
this building will be $15,000.

Pearson, Ga., June 7.—(Special.)—About 
one Lundred citizens of Coffee county met 
at the courthouse in Douglas fast Mon- 
morning and held an indignation 
meeting relative to tho enforcement of 
tax law. The Ordinary, Judge 
Thomas Young, under a recommendation 
of the grand jury of the March term 
(fourth Monday) of siperior covrt, has 
secured the requisite badges and began 
the collection of the tax. The people 
commenced to kick, and Monday’s meet- 
the cutcome; and it entered a vig 
against the coilection of 
the tax for 1900. The board of ceunty 
commilss¢cners and the ordinary both 
properly decided that the matter fof pro- 
test or grievance was withrut thetr jur- 
isdicticn. From a lecal etandpoint, the 
meeting was clearly correct in the cdh- 
Clusion that fhe deg tax law, as made 
appliceble to Coffee county, is {tnopera- 
tive for 1900, being ex-post facto in its 
effect. The protesting citizens, repre- 
sented by Laywers W. P. andoc. A. 
Ward, Jr., and B. T. Allen, will file a for- 
mal suit asking the court to decree the 
lavy incperative for 190, and to enjoin 
further ifegal collection cf the tax.

ARQUETE, MICH., June 5.—(Spe- 
cial Correspondence.)—Standing for 
a moment at the base of the mon- 

ument to the immortal Father Marquette, 
the original pioneer of the great north- 
west. I can for the first time appreciate 
the significance of the romantic era of 
American history. 

During the activity of a Meveloping pe- 
riod, when the public mind fs taken UP 
with delving into mines, the building of 
railroads, the growth of commercial cen- 
ters and questions of trade, it is not pos- 
sible to stop and think over those senti- 
mental conditions which, at last, must aP- 
peal so strongly to the human heart, 
and play so large a part In influencing the 
future history of a people. It may be 
depended upon that when the hurly-bur- 
lv of building and construction shall have 
quieted down, and when our people, weld- 
ed into homogencity, shall have time to 
study out the romantic conditions which 
will sweeten their lives, then will the 
names of Marquette and his fellow vor- 
agers become as stars of the first magni- 
tude In the firmament of the national im- 
agination. Marquette, the humble black- 
robe, who left his French home fn order 
to carry Aa more welcome message to the 
red men of the new continent than that 
borne by military chiefs, starting up the 
great waters from Quebec, pursued his 
canoe vovage from lake to lake, through 
straits and narrow passes, until in the 
very head waters of the mighty chatn, 
his eyes feasted upon the beauties of 
Pictured Rocks, and reaching the point 
upon which I stand today, he landed, 
holding out to the assembled natives the 
simple emblem of the world’s salvation, 
and at once won their love and respect, 
which armed men later on could not do. 
1 have followed the historic eateps by 
which he crossed frém the one chain of 
waters to the other, and passed down 
the Mississippi. Surely a land so blessed 
with memories and marked such 
events, must contain within itself mate- 
rial for the most abundant romanticism. 

Tnteresting as this entire section must 
be when considered from this standpoint, 
what a halo has been thrown about it by 
that most remarkable of American sto- 
ries.

Hence it may be of some little interest 
to notice what he had accomplished 
throughout this country, as indicating 
what he ts expected to do in his present 
work.

000 worth of manufactured products, This 
is but a sample of what is going on in 
this end of the union. 


Now. what do we look for in Georgia? 
Mr. Egan must have observed that in the 
territory covered by the Central railroad 
there is an empire fully as extensive ang 
even more promising than that which he 
had under his eye here. The trouble with 
all of southern § railroads is that they 
have been built upon scanty means; that* 
their entire work has been given to the 
making of present dividends and that 
never yet have they been fn a place where 
they considered the feasibility of spending 
millions today in order that tens of mt. 
lions might be he result ten years hence. 
Ten years has been too long a time to 
wait for a return, find yet every man 
knows that great business enterprises 
cannot be launched in either a day ora 
veek. They must grow gradually. There 
shou'd be a plan, and a method for its 
development. Georgia, for instance, hag 
a great deal more to attract the eye of 
the successful railroad president than 
the mere hauling of cotton from the in- 
terior to the seaport. We have mines fn 
our mountains whfch would give im- 
mense returns were their values cncee 
exploited. We have resorts which should 
be, during the winters, as popular with 
the people of the north and west as 
are their resorts during the summers to 
us of the south, but unfortunately every- 
thing is left to individwtial initiative, 
whereas it requires the all seeing eye 
of the 


which a countrv can be built up. 

To any one at all familiar with the cir- 
cumstances of the different sections of 
our country, it can be readily seen that 
the ideal resort {n the south for a nrorth- 
ern man is in the Piedmont region and the 
rolling countrv just above the escarp- 
ment. What these people want is not 
the high temprature and the humid at- 
mosphere, but dry air and a tempera- 
ture ranging at ahout 6) degrees. Above 
this reading the weather is oppressive to 
them. and even a little helow it would 
not be objectionable. Now, if Mr. Egan, 
who has undoubtedly studied out the sit- 
vation can but convince his cirectors 
that the Central ratflroad should march 
in advance, and will outline for them a 
series of schemes by which the country 
will be popularized, he will become one 
of the men whose names will itve in Geor- 
gia. We have had enough of politicians, 
as well as a surplus of a good many cther 
kinds of men, but the suecessful, all- 
around business man is the one for whom 
the people are waiting, and they are pr 
pared to find such a man in Mr. Egan, 8 
feeling which is fully justified by all that 
is said of him by his old friends along 
the lines of the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern rallway system,

Landaver Charged with Belng Common 
Cheat and Swindler, 


HE IS SAID TO BE IN MILWAUKEE 


Embezzlement Is the Charge Against 
Coffman—His Whereabouts Are

Landauer’s Lawyers 
Make Statement. 


The hearing of evidence by Roferee 
Percy H. Adams in regard to claims filed 
by creditors of the Southern Aericultur- 
al Works, throught the 
forenoon yesterday, in his office in Tem- 
ple Court. 

A etrong fight was made by Slaton & 
Phillips, representing the Southern Agri- 
cultural Werks, and Attorney McGill, 
representing the Baker Chain and Iron 
Manufacturing Company, against the al- 
lowance of claims aggregating some $160,- 
000, on the ground that the holders of 
these claims received money on account 
from the Southern Agricultural Works 
within fovr months prior to the filing of 
the petition in bankruptcy. It was al- 
leged by Attorney McGill that the pay- 
ments thus made amounted to $40,000, and 
before the recipients thereof be allowed 
to share in the bankrupt’s estate, he con- 
tended that they sould be required to 
return to the receiver the moneys in 
question. 

The attorneys for the irterested cred- 
itors denied that the sums paid !n the 
time specified were in the nature of pre- 
ferences, being simply cred{ts entered 
against the plow factory's accounts in the 
trdinary course of business. . 

Trustee’s Election Delayed. 

So many obj2ctions have been ralised 
against certain Claims that Referee Adams 
finds himself unable to pass upon them 
“ns soon as he had expected, and the elec- 
tion of a trustee will be delayed in conse- 
quence. The meeting of the creditors 
for that purpose has leen postponed vun- 
til Thursday, June 14th, at 3 o’clock. 

The testimony of Receiver Parrott and 
the expert accountants sent by Heskins 
& Sells, cf New York, to determine the 
exact status of the Southern Agricultural 
Works’ assets and liabilities, was not in 
the nature of a revelation..

Menko, the regular bookkeeper at the 
works, tended to show the president’s 
conduct in a creditablo ght. In the 
many proofs of claims submitted, 
testimony of D. Fero, the expert account- 
ant, was frequently required.

CLERKS NARROWLY 
MISS PUNISHMENT 


Supreme Court Orders Clerks of State 
Courts to Hew Line.

FOUR OF THE OFFICIALS UP 


Transmission of Cases to Higher 
Court Must Not Be Delayed. 


IGNORANCE OF LAW EXCUSED OFFICIALS

Failure of Plaintiff To Pay Costs 
Held by Court To Be No Reason 
for Delayed Transmission. 


The supreme court handed down a de- 
cision yesterday of great interest, dealing, 
to some extent, with the ethics of the le- 
gal profession and directed at the clerks 
of the superior and other courts of Geor- 
gia whose cases are reviewable in the su- 
preme court. The decision contains a rule 
from the court of last resort directing the 
clerks of the different courts to hew the 
line in transmitting bills of exceptions and 
notifying them that in future any devia- 
tion from the law will be dealt with as a 
contempt of court. 

On May 19th rules for contempt in the 
supreme court were issued against four 
clerks in the state for fallure to transmit 
cases to the upper court within the time 


prescribed by law and for failure to certl- 
fy on the teanscript of record the true 
cause of the delay. The clerks thus ar- 


gned are officials of four of the largest 
courts in Georgia. Tne law provides that 
Ordinary bills of exception shall be filed 
within ten days after they are filed in the 
clerk's office and fast bills of exception 
are to be filed within fifteen days after 
their service upon the defendant in error. 
This rule hag heretofore often been disre- 
garded and tn some courts where the 
plaintiff in error has failed to pay the cost 
of the transcript without taking a pau- 
per’s affidavit the papers in the case have 
been ignored. The decision of the su- 
preme court says this custom must stop 
and that the transmission must take place 
regardless of the fact that costs have not 
been paid. 


Cases Against Clerks Dismissed. 


ra! 


The rules issued against the four clerks 
were vesterday dismissed on the  pre- 
sumption of the court that the delays for 


which they were held responsible occurred 
solely in their ignorance of the law. 

And delay not certified to in future by 
the clerks will be punished bv fine or im- 
prisonment for contempt. The instances 
in which plaintiffs in error have been held 
at the mercy of clerks will not be repeated 
in future. In a majoritv of the. courts 
there will be no need for the rule, as the 
officials have uniformally complied with 
the law. 


The Opinion of the Court.

Tt is the dntv of the clerk of a court.

SOME SAY CROP 1S SERIOUSLY DAMAGED 


Corn Neglected, Closing 1-8c Higher. 
Oats Steady—Provisions Closed 
Active, Strong and Higher. 


Chicago, June 7,—The gravity of the drought 
situation in the northwest was the chief fac- 
tor in a buoyant wheat market today, July 
closing 1%@2c over yesterday. Corn closed 
%e higher and oats %@Kc improved. Pro- 
visions at the close were from |]2%c better in 
ribs to 32%c up in pork. 

The dullness of the trading was broken in 
the wheat pit today and the market was 
jammed with a roaring, excited crowd which 
almost seemed to think the crop in the north- 
west was in imminent danger of failure. July 
opened 68 to 68%c, a shade changed from 
last night’s close. Then it began climbing. 
Traders were filled with items from all over 
the northwest. Some say the crop is already 
seriously damaged; others that rain now would 
not save the crop. Recently these reports have 
been taken with a grain of salt, and the crowd 
generally contented itself with playing safe, an 
operation which resulted tn some very stagnant 
sessions. Today the northwest made clamorous 
bids, and others, {In a panicky way, followed, 
and in two hours from the opening July ad- 
vanced to 7Oc. Then profit taking sent July 
back to 69%c. A huge amount of buying had 
already been done on the advanced price, and 
the dip was the signal for more of it—even 
more than had been done early. Under this 
pressure from buyers July rallied and closed 
I1%@2c improved at 69%@70c. Liverpool was 
%@\ic higher and Indiana, Hlinois, Ohio and 
Michigan sent in their usual reports of the bad 
condition of the crop, but those items were 
quite overlooked in the rush of northwest news. 
A rumor that war had broken out between 
Russia and Japan was of some help near the 
close. New York reported 16 loads taken for 
export. Clearances were equal to 5/7:1,000 
bushels. Primary receipts aggregated 575,000 
bushels, compared with 808,000 last year. Min- 
neapolis and Duluth reported 438 cars, against 
870 last week and 637 a year ago. Local re- 
ceipts were 55 cars, | of contract grade. 

Corn was neglected for wheat. When the 
latter: advance. began corn became almost de- 
serted, the scalpers rushing into the big show. 
The market was inclined to be heavy on the 
favorable arop news and freer country offerings, 
but the exceptional wheat strength held the 
market up. July sold between 88%@38c, clos- 
ing %c improved at 38%c. Receipts here were 
32i cars. 

Oats were also put a long way into the back- 
ground by the activity in wheat. The strength 
of the big market was the main factor in hold- 
ing oats steadily. July sold between 2!1%@ 
21% @21%c, closing %@\%e better at 21%c. Lo- 
cal receipts were 240 cars. 

The provisions market was rather quiet but 
firm early, but became active and strong to- 
ward the end, closing sharply higher. The 
wheat strength and increased outside buying 
were the factors.

Teaching in any line 
must be vital to be effective, and much 
so-called teaching of music calls into play 
very little mental activity. 
son largely the teaching of music is held 
in such indifferent regard; and many peo- 
ple who are educated along other lines 


regard the study of music as absolutely | 


useless in the line of mental development. 
How could one adequately appreciate a 
masterpiece, underlying which is a scfence 
as profound as that of mathematics; an 
art whose beauties are as varied as the 
changing colors of an autumn landscape, 
whose development is as logical as a phi- 
losophical discourse, and not have acquir- 
ed a mental growth by no means ordi- 
nary Mr. William Armstrong, of New 
York, who is known and esteemed both 
in England and the musical centers of 
our country as a critic and writer of rare 
charm and unusual discrimination, will 
be heard in two addresses. On. Tuesday 
evening, at the opening exercises, he will 
give his lecture, ‘‘Unpublished Interviews 
with Great Composers.”’ In his. resi- 
dence abroad he had unusual advantages 
end the rare privilege of meeting person- 
ally many of the famous musicians of our 
day. Gounod, for instance, whose opera, 
“Faust,” is perennial in its beauty, and 
everybody's favorite; Brahms, the suc- 
cessor of the other great Bs—Bach and 
Beethoven—in the development of abso- 
lute music; Sir Arthur Sullivan, whose 
“Pinafore,” ‘‘Mikado,”’ etc., have intro- 
duted him to almost every American 
town; and the great Wagner, the climax 
of all that has preceded in the history of 
the opera. It will be a privilege to hear 
of these great men from such a man as 
Mr. Armstrong. On Wednesday morning 
he will present his more famous lecture, 
“The Artistic Temperament.” Many 
nowadays prate much of art. Only an ar- 
tist can detect or even remotely express 
the subtile shades of difference between 
the true and the false. To those then 
who would learn what constitutes that 
delicately wrought, finely poised creation 
which differentiates between a Paderew- 
ski and a Rosenthal, Mr. Armstrong will 
bring a message both helpful and attrac- 
tive.”’
